TAX DECLARATION 
MUST BE MADE BY 
WEDNESDAY, SEPT. 15 


C. A. Godron, zone deputy collec­ 
tor of Internal Revenue, issued a 
w arning F riday th a t there will be 
a heavy penalty assessed persons 
who do not fill out th eir declara­ 
tion of estim ated revenue by W ed­ 
nesday, Sept. 13, or who m ake a 
substantial 
underestim ate in 
the 
am ount of their earnings for the 
year. 
He said his office in the post­ 
office basem ent, will be open ev­ 
ery day until the W ednesday dead­ 
line, and there will be three a t­ 
tendants present to assist in fill­ 
ing out the declarations. 
It is estim ated th at about one- 
third of Federal income taxpayers 
will have to m ake the declaration, 
Gordon said 
The purpose of the 
declaration is to get all people on 
the 
"pay-as-you-go” 
cu rren t 
tax 
paym ent gasis. 
G enerally speaking, 
those who 
are obliged to file are single p er­ 
sons subject to w ithholding who 
earn over $2,700 a year; m arried 
persons subject to w ithholding who 
earn over $3,500 a year; persons 
with estim ated income sufficient to 
require the filing of an income tax 
return including over $100 from 
sources other than wages or salary 
subject to w ithholding; and per­ 
sona who filed an Income tax re­ 
turn for 1942 and w hose wages 
subject to w ithholding for 1943 are 
expected to he less than such wages 
for 1942. 
"Those who are required to m ake 
a declaration but who fail to do so 
will find IO per ren t added to their 
tax," Gordon warned.
